| Particulars of the Si 6nar Victory 
| Obtained by the 
Variiant MeM of EnNESKILLING, 


| Under the Command of- Colonel T zwomas Lrory, 


On the Twenty fourth of September. 1 689. 
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In a Letter from Holybead to a Friend at London. 
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Uſt now here is Arrived a Gentleman from his Grace Duke Schomberg, 
who left the Camp on Saturday laſt, being the 28th of September, and 
Embarked on Board the Faxfur, a ſmall Ship of his Majeſties, of Six 
Guns, Capt. Pottinger Commander, a Valliant man ; he arrived ſafe 
at Holyhead on Monday Morning, and brings this account, That he left the 
Army in very good heart, and that he did not know Twenty Sick men in 
the Camp, and that they were full of Courage and willing to Fight the 
Enemy whenever the General thought fit to command them to fall on, 
and that they were Encamped very near the Jriſþ Army ; that the Scouts 
did ſometimes meet each other , his Grace the Duke of Schomberg quar- » 
tering in my Lady D#ngarnon's Houſe, and moſt of the Officers in the 
Town of Dundalk, The Artillery is arrived ſafely inthe Camp, and Com- 
miſſary Shales with the reft of the Stores and Proviſions; fo that gow all 
things are very plenty in the Army, having two Months Bread-beforehand, 
and all neceſſaries. My Lord Hewets and Collonel F:llar's Regiments of 
Horſe are ſafe there, ſo that they only waited for Sir John Lanier's, Colonel 
Langſton's Horſe, and Colonel Hezford's Dragoons, and the Danes which - 
they daily expeted, the Winds having proved very fair theſe Four days, 
\ and then they d1d not queſtion but with Gods affiſtance to give a good 
Account of the Iriſh Army, and to take Dublin» for Winter Quarters. 
Thoſe of the Iriſh Army that dare be fo bold as to ſee what poſture the 
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Eng liſh are in, are commonly made to retire faſter then they come on, ofters " 


paying dear for their raſhgeſs. He likewiſe gives an Account of a won- 


derful Victory obtained by the Inni:-kglling Men', under the Command of 
that Renowned Champion Collonel Thomas Lloyd, who hath fo often tryed' 
their Iriſþ Metta], and finding it to be of ſo baſe an Allay, fears not to meet 


them upon any terms. For the Iriſh underſtanding that the In»iski//ing 
Men having joyn'd the Royal Army with Seventeen Troops of Hoyle, 
One Regiment of Dragoons, and Two Regiments of Foot ; and havi 

likewiſe ſent a Body of Men to Garriſon Sligo, which they had fo Cowardly 
deſerted upon the laſt defeat, thought now they had them ſecure, where. 
upon there was a Detachment drawn out of Five Thouſand under the 
Command of Collonel O Kelly, who not only intended to make a prey 
of this remnant of Brave Men, but thereby to ſecure all the Cattle 
of. that part of the Countrey for the Late King James's uſe. And 
accordingly having Marched as far as Boyle, in order to proſecute 
their Deſign, which the Emmjskiling Men ſcorning to be abridg- 
ed of their Liberty, reſolved to give them the meeting ; and 
thereupon drew out their whole Force, and marched twenty 
Miles to find them out and fight them, knowing that all Victory is to be 
attributed to God alone, and that he is able toſave by a few. Now Boyle 
is a Place ſtrong]y ſituate, an the Iriſþ Army were advantageouſly poſted, 
yet Colonel Loyd, and the feſt of the Officers drew up their Men in ſuch 
good Order, and being ſuch extraordinary Marks-Men, that riot a .Man 
in ten miſſes his Man, fell on with that Courage, that after the Slaughter 
of between ſeven or eight hundred of the Enemy, with: the loſs of the 
Iriſh General O Kelly, the reſt began to run, ſo that our Army had the 
Purſuit of them for five or fix Miles, taking three or four hundred Priſo- 


ners, with three Colonels more, to wit, Colonel Dior, my Lad y LTyrcon- 


zePs Son-in-law,Colonel Boark,, Colonel Ferall. This Great Victory was ob- 
tajned with the loſs of very few men on our (ide; and thereby we have 
got a vaſt Booty of Cattel, as 1s believed, eight or nine hundred Head of 
black Catte], and a whole Countrey at our command. The General was 
very well” pleaſed, and rewarded the Gentleman that brought him the 
News, and was in the Aion, This Batcel was fought the 24th. of this laſt 
Month ; Our Men were not above five hundred when we began the Fight. 
He alſo gives account by Deſerters, that at Dubliz there is a Proclama- 
tion prohibiting the Importation of Ergliſh and Scotch Coal, and that 
Dublin Streets were peſtered with Turf, as it uſed to be with Butter-milk. 
Thoſe Boats that uſed to go for Wickloe, many of them by that means 
tranſporting Proteſtants, the reſt were ordered ro bedrawn up, and none 
ſuffered to paſs; that the Commiſhoners of the Revenue have been fully 
imployed in ſetting Leaſes, and reſtoring to the old Popiih Proprietors, very 
good Bargains being to be had, Land being fold at Sixpence an Acre, and 
at three years Purchaſe, it ready Money be paid down: for it, with 
a Promiſe of better Penyworths to their Souldiers in England when Con- 


quered. |
